FROM THE SECRETARY: 

Spring is here and it is time 
for another ALL-Orp 1 hope you all 
have your pens made up and some 
chicks out. 1 have hatched about 
eighty. I sent one box of thirty and 
have the rest in the brooder. Last year 
I couldn’t get the buffs to hatch This 
year it is the whites They just stopped 
laying and you can’t get chicks with no 
eggs. I had lights on them but the light 
burned out and 1 didn’t catch it for a 
few days and that was long enough to 
slow them down. As the days get 
longer they are starting to lay again I 
still have the lights on them The blues 
as always are laying good and hatching 
good. We have more eggs than we 
need from them and are using some of 
their eggs in the house, and letting 
some of the hens set on some eggs. 1 
take nearly all of my egg 1 ? to a small 
neighborhood hatchery 

If you change a mating and 
send the eggs it takes three weeks 
before you can find out if they are 
fertile If I put a few of them under a 
hen I can candle them at 10 days and 
tell if they are fertile Also, if you 
want to check two matings of the same 
variety, you can put one mating of eggs 
in and wait two days to put the other 
mating in. This way you can tell the 
parentage of the chicks when they 
hatch I always take the chicks away 
from the hens and raise them in the 
brooder Orp bantams are good setters 
so most of the time I put some new 
shavings with some sevin dust in the 
box with a new batch of eggs and let 
the hen brood two batches I set these 
hens in a regular breeding pen so they 
have room to dust and exercise when 
they get off the nest to eat So far I 
have never had any trouble or had a 
hen leave the nest with this procedure

of the feathers (about 10%) and one 
colored like a Speckled Sussex that 
they call Porcelain.. They all have 
feathers that come within an inch of the 
ground and sort of a bunny tail The 
Porcelains and the Reds are a bit higher 
of the ground than the others 
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MORE FROM THE SECRETARY: 

Betty and I spent last week in 
Souther Utah when 1 should have been 
home working on this newsletter 
There is a lot of yard work left to do 
here but it is snowing today so it is a 
good time to stay inside I moved a 
few chicks around this morning and 
counted them while I was at it So far, 
I have 78 that 1 have saved for myself 
and have sent more than 100 to folks 
around the country 

1 was very pleased to have a 
new member, Sharon Mausey, call me 
and want to get started in Blue Orp 
Bantam chicks. I think the white and 
especially the blue Orp bantams could 
be classified as a rare breed. There are 
not many folks that have blues or 
whites any more. 

I spoke with Tommy Stanley 
the other day and he said he had 
hatched a good bunch of Blue Chicks 
from some chicks I sent him last year. 
One advantage you have with the Blues 
is you don’t have a problem with 
infertility from inbreeding You can 
always get a black orp and mate it to a 
splash or blue and get some new blood 
in your strain. That also works with 
blacks. You can take a black from blue 
mating and mix it in with your blacks 
with out to much trouble. 

1 would like to encourage 
any of you that want to help preserve a 
rare breed to keep a few blue or white 
orp bantams. This also goes for blue 
orp standards. There are not very 
many of them left in th e r r>untrv 

1 guess I will brag a little bit. 
We had our Utah show the second 
week end in March, and I did 
something I have never done before 
The judges saw fit to pick a black orp 
bantam pullet of mine as champion 
bantam and reserve of show. I took her 
home and put her in a breeding pen and 
the male picked a bald spot on her 
head 1 guess she is done for this year 
The grandfather to this bird was 
reserve bantam a few years ago at our 
Spring show. 1 have had champion 
bantam in small shows like County fairs 
but there were over 700 bantams in this 


show. It really pleased me to see them 
pick a bird from one of the less popular 
breeds. Around here it is usually a 
Leghorn, Old English or Rock with an 
occasional Cornish. 

LOST MEMBERS: 

It is a fact of life that we will 
loose nearly 20% of our members each 
year. There are a lot of folks that join 
for a year and then drop out We have 
116 members on the current list and 
there are over 20 that will have their 
membership expire. A few years ago I 
sent postcards to all the folks that we 
dropped.

How is everything in your part of the 
world? It is slow here, snowing and 
can’t do much. We are not going to get 
much snow, just enough to make it 
where you don’t want to get out. I 
have hatched a few. My pen with the 
old black male and the splash pullet is 
doing good I have three black pullets 
with the largest blue male and it is not 
so good. I only have 2 or 3 that I have 
hatched out of them A lot of the eggs 
are not fertile I am going to cut the 
feathers on the small blue male and put 
him in with the black pullets. I set eggs 
this week, I thought I would wait and 
see how they are coming along. Most 
of the time the younger males do better 
early, but not with this guy 

When I had my big buff orps 
in Oklahoma I always used the younger 
males early because the older males 
would not make fertile eggs until March 
or so. 

I have three nice pullets that I 
haven't trimmed, I wanted to take them 
over to North Carolina for a show 
Johnny Flowers puts on in February I 
have some combs frozen on my males, 
just the points but it might as well got it 
all. The male I had out in Oklahoma 
came back last week and he is frozen 
bad. I know they had some cold 
weather out there The fellow that had 
him is an Old English man and frozen 
combs are never a problem with them 
At the ABA National show 
there was no orp bantams there except 
my male. I also sent a female but a 
coon got into the pen and ended her 
At the Oklahoma State show there were 
no Orp bantams either I guess Larry 
Dye doesn’t do the Orp bantams any 
more When ve lived out there he 
showed some. hc"e is a fellow in 
Woodward that ht some. I think his 
name is Babbs, I guess he doesn't 
show much 1 gave him some Buffs and 
Blacks when we still lived in Watonga 
It is getting late I better get 
out and feed.

I have had some folks ask 
about marking chicks Although this 
should have been in the Winter ALL- 
Orp it wasn’t so I will include it now. 
There are 16 combinations you can use 
by marking the webs on the toes

There are two ways to mark 
each web You can punch a hole in it 
with a toe punch or you can cut the 
web with a knife or pair of small 
surgical scissors. On rare occasions the 
toe punch hole will grow back in, also 
if you don’t cut deep enough it will be 
hard to identify the cut web on an adult 
bird 

One person wanted to know if 
the Judge took these marks into 
considerati on^jft en judging a bird. As 
far as I know they do not. 

If you are trying to keep a 
pedigree on your birds it is essential 
that you be able to keep your eggs 
separate in the incubator and mark 
your chicks 

1 know one person that used 
to hatch his own chicks and he 
purchased some of the net bags like the 
stores sell flower bulbs in, and when he 
put the eggs in the hatcher, they would 
put only one kind in each closed bag.

Anyone interested in promoting 
ORPINGTONS may become a member by payment of $5.00 annua! dues Junior membership (10-17) dues shall 
be $3 00 without voting pnvileges. A family (husband, wife, and children 17 or under living at home) membership 
shall be $7.50 with voting privileges for 2 adults Foreign membership may be assessed an extra stipend to cover 
extra postage on ALL-Orp. All members receive the Quarterly Newsletter the ALL-Orp and an annual membership 
and breed list. 

Officers shall consist of: 

A ERESIPENT who shall preside at the annual meeting and any special meeting deemed necessary. 

A VICE-PRESIDENT who shall preside in the absence of the president and assume the office should a 
vacancy occur for any reason 

A RECORDING SECRETARY who shall be responsible for keeping the minutes of the annual meeting and 
any special meetings. 

A SECRETARY-TREASURE, who shall act as corresponding secretary, maintain a membership list, and give 
an account of all moneys belonging to the association 

A BOARD OF DIRECTORS Districts after 1987 shall coincide with those of THE AMERICAN POULTRY 
ASSOCIATION. The director shall be in charge of breed promotion and help select the sight of the National Meet 
District meets may be held if the members of that district vote to have one, and the host show or district members will 
provide or solicit any awards offered. The director may select the host show.

Preference should 
be given to those areas tnat have sufficient Orpington Breeders to support a meet In case of a tie the President, Vice 
President and Secretary Treasurer serve as tie breakers Locations should be selected two years in advance, and in 
the fall show season so members can make plans to attend. The club will donate $10.00 for champion 
ORPINGTON, $5.00 to best of variety in each of the other three varieties, and. s $5.00 plaque for the best 
ORPINGTON by a Jr. member Bantams and standard fowl shall be separate and awarded duplicate awards As 
long as the treasury is increasing, trophies will be awarded for Champion Bantam and Champion Large Fowl Total 
cost of all awards by the UOC shall not exceed $ 100.00 All awards are for 1 IOC members only 

The January issue of ALL-Orp shall include a club roster with the varieties bleed and other pertinent 
information Only the members whose dues are paid for the ensuing year will be listed. Those that join the club in 
the fourth and first quarter will start their year January 1 st. Those joining in the second and third quarter will start 
their year July 1st. Those who wish to file for an office must do so (including incumbents) by October 15 and dues 
for the ensuing year must accompany the filing.

EGG EATERS: 

The other day 1 had a fellow 
tell me that he had stoppei' his old 
English bantams from eating eggs by 
hard boiling some eggs until they were 
really hard He then put them in the 
pens and the birds got tired of pecking 
on them and failing to break them so 
they quit pecking on any of the eggs. 
1 have never tried this so 1 don’t know 
if it will work or not 

I know Ralph Brazelton told 
me he took all his extra eggs and hard 
boiled them and put them in a food 
blender, shell and all and fed them to 
his birds. 1 know another fellow that 
hard boils his extra eggs and takes the 
shells off and cuts them up and feeds 
them to his birds. He said that by 
doing this he could get some of his 
females that were not laying very good 
to increase their production. 

I have had good luck at 
stopping egg eaters by making some 
nest boxes that were totally inclosed. 
1 used a 1"X 4" and a 1"X 6" board 
for the front of the nest The 1' X 4" 
was on the bottom. I took the bottom 
of the 46 oz. Juice can for a template 
and drew a circle with the bottom of 
the circle about 1 Zi above the bottom 
of the 1 x 6 Then I squared down 
from the edges of the circle and cut the 
circle and the 1 Vz “ out This made an 
arch that the birds filled when they 
got in the box. I cut this arch towards 
one end and made the est box 14" 
long. I put a couple of golf balls in for 
nest eggs When the birds go in it is 
dark insideTmtTthey can’t see to peck 
the eggs. It is difficult to get in and 
gather the eggs in thest boxes so 1 only 
use them on birds thai 1 suspect of 
eating eggs. 

Since 1 talked to the fellow 
about the hard boiled eggs I have put a 
couple of golf balls in each nest It also 
helps to feed your birds some ground 
oyster shell. As far as I know 1 haven’t 
had any egg eaters this year

THE ORPINGTON BANTAM, IT WASN'T EASY TO GET THEM 

It is amazing to me that more people do not raise ORPINGTON 
bantams. One region could be the lack of available brood stock. 
I have had other exhibitors come up to me at National shows and 
congratulate me for trying to keep a rare breed going. I guess 
they were right especially for the Blues and whites. I know the 
first Whites I got, the male looked like he was crossed with a 
White Leghorn, and their was no fertility. I finally had to put 
the female with an Orpington type White Rock male to get some 
chicks. Later on I got some eggs from Gordon Terwilliger and 
raised one female that I worked in . This helped me a lot and I 
have been able to win a few S.C.C.L. both best and reserve, as 
well as some Champion Bantam Trios, and Best Bantam Displays. 

It was even more difficult to get the Blues. I tried for 
four years in various ways, including crossing Blacks and Whites. 
I got a good Looking cuckoo hen from this experiment, also a 
bunch of chickens that looked like an old fashioned farm flock. 
However, I put the cuckoo hen with a very good Black male and 
raised a Black female that has produced some very good Blacks. 
Back to the Blues. I got some Blue Orp. eggs from Gordon 
Terwilliger but could never get them to hatch. One day I got a 
call from Alice Imel. She was looking for both White and Biue 
Orps. I sent her some Whites and told her about Terwilliger' s 
Blues. She got some of his eggs and hatched a few Blue Orp. 
Chicks. In the mean time I received two cull Blue Rock Pullets 
with dark legs and beaks from David Owens. I put them with a 
good Black Orp male and raised about twenty chicks. I culled 
them down to two black and one dark blue pullets. That same year 
I got some blue Orp. eggs from Alice and raised two blue and one 
splash cockerels I put the best Blue male with the dark blue 
female, and the splash with the two black females. The Blue on 
Blue mating produced some birds with good type but not ver ■ good 
lacing. The Splash to Black mating produced some birds with very 
good lacing but not so good for type However I got B.B. on two 
different Pullets at the A.P.A. Semi Annual at Salt Lake and the 
A.P.A. annual in Vancouver, Wash. In both cases they picked the 
Blues over^Ej^ck Pullets that were better type, because of the 
exceptional lacing and condition of the Blues. 

Such is the life of a Chicken Fancier. If I had not been 
reading the show reports in The Poultry Press and found that 
Teiwi.liger had both White and Blue Orp. bantams I would not have 
the quality of birds that I have today. I have all four 

varieties of Orp. bantams with room for improvement in all of 

them. I have three new lines of Buffs to work in to my breeding 

Program this year and know it will help me. I am interested in 

trading eggs with other breeders to try and improve ity flock. The 
reason I would rather have eggs than Chickens is, very seldom 
will someone sell their best birds, but they might sell some eggs 
from them. 

I know I will not make money raising Orp. Bantams My goal 
is to get more fanciers raising them. ^ I

1 just got back from a week in Southern Utah. It snowed in Salt Lake while 1 was gone. We 
had a little rain but not snow down in St. George. As she always does, my daughter did a 
good job with the chickens. She always says she is going to have a chicken fry while we are 
gone, but so far she never has. 

I am very sorry to hear of the death of Fred E. (Freddie) Allen. Freddie was a partner with 
Judy McAlrxander at Raven Wing Farm in Brownville, Nebraska. Freddie passed away 
while loading hay on February 10, 2001. For the most part, he mated and raised the chickens 
and Judy did the showing. His first hatch from his standard Buff Orpingtons started hatching 
on the day Freddie passed away All of us want to offer our sincere condolences to Judy for 
the loss of Freddie. 

I nm sti! having trouble hatching White Orp chicks. I took some out of the incubator this 
morning and had three chicks out of thirteen eggs. There were two that started and didn't 
hatch and eight that were clear. I think I have let them get too inbred. In one of my wild 
dreams, I wonder if I have bred them so short and wide that they can t mate. 1 guess 1 could

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solve that if I would A. I. [artificially inseminate] a few of them. I have some friends that 
raise Cochin bantams and Silkies and they A. I. all their birds. 

I received a letter from a person in Holland. He lives in Australia but is on vacation in 
Holland. He sent me some literature with photos of the German Orpingtons. It is in German 
but I looked up enough words to know that they have Red Orpingtons (looks the same color 
as a New Hampshire Red), Porcelain (red, white, and black feathers, a bit like a Speckled 
Sussex), and a Black Mottled (mostly black with some white feathers). This is in addition to 
the Buff, Black, Blue, and White that we have here. The Buffs, Blacks, Blues, and Whites 
seem to be shorter and deeper than outs. The feathers nearly cover the birds’ shanks. The 
Red, Porcelain, and Motded birds in the photos have about as much shank showing as the 
birds in this country. 

We are going to select a spot for the 2003 National meet at our National in Lincoln, 
Nebraska in November. If you are interested, please let me know. 

The Spring issue of the ALL-Orp should be to you by the time you get this Poultry Press. 

There are a few folks that have let their membership expire. If you are one of them, send it 
in, we will have a few extra copies and can send you one.

ALL-Orp Spring 2001 Newsletter 

By Warren Tye, Secretary-Treasurer 

Spring is here and it is time for another ALL-Orp. I hope 
you all have your pens made up and some chicks out. I have 
hatched about eighty. I sent one box of thirty and have the 
rest in the brooder. Last year I couldn't get the buffs to 
hatch. This year it is the whites. They just stopped laying 
and you can't get chicks with no eggs. I had lights on them 
but the light burned out and I didn't catch it for a few 
days and that was long enough to slow them down. As the 
days get longer they are starting to lay again. I still 
have the lights on them. The blue as always are laying good 
and hatching good. We have more eggs than we need from them 
and are using some of their eggs in the house, and letting 
some for the hens set on some eggs. I take nearly all of my 
eggs to a small neighborhood hatchery. 

If you change a mating and send the eggs it takes three 
weeks before you can find out if they are fertile. If I put 
a few of them under a hen I can candle them at 10 days and 
tell if they are fertile. Also, if you want to check two 
matings of the same variety, you can put one mating of eggs 
in and wait two days to put the other mating in. This way 
you can tell the parentage of the chicks when they hatch. I 
always take the chicks away from the hens and raise them in 
the brooder. Orp bantams are good setters so most of the 
time I put some new shavings with some Sevin dust in the 
box with a new batch of eggs and let the hen brood two 
batches. I set these hens in a regular breeding pen so they

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have room to dust and exercise when they get off the nest 
to eat. So far I have never had any trouble or had a hen 
leave the nest with this procedure. 

More From the Secretary 

Betty and I spent the last week in Southern Utah when I 
should have been home working on this newsletter. There is 
a lot of yard work left to do here rut is snowing today so 
it is a good time to stay inside. I moved a few chicks 
around this morning and counted them while I was at it. So 
far, I have 78 that I have saved for myself and have sent 
more than 100 to folks around the country. 

I was very pleased to have a new member, Sharon Mausey, 
call me and want to get started in Blue Orp bantam chicks. 

I think the white and especially the blue Orp bantams could 
be classified as a rare breed. There are not many folks 
that have blues or whites any more. 

I spoke with Tommy Stanley the other day and he said he had 
a good hatch of Blue chicks from some chicks I sent him 
last year. One advantage you have with the Blues is you 
don't have a problem with infertility with inbreeding. You 
can always get a black Orp and mate it to a splash or blue 

and get some new blood in your strain. That also works with 

blacks. You can take a black from blue matings and mix it 
in with your blacks without too much trouble. 

I would like to encourage any of you that want to help 

preserve a rare breed to keep a few blue or white Orp 

bantams. This also goes for blue Orp standards. There are 
not very many of them left in the country. 

I guess I will brag a little big. We had our Utah show the 
second week end in March, and I did something I have never 
done before. The judges saw fit to pick a Black Orp bantam 
pullet of mine as Champion Bantam and Reserve of the Show. 

I took her home and put her in a breeding pen and the male 
picked a bald spot on her head. I guess she is done for 
this year. The grandfather to this bird was Reserve Bantam 
a few years ago at our Spring show. I have had Champion

Bantam in small shows like county fairs but there were over 
700 bantams in this show. It really pleased me to see them 
pick a bird from one of the less popular breeds. Around 
here it is usually a Leghorn, Old English, or Rock with an 
occasional Cornish. 

A Letter from Our President to Warren Tye 

January 20, 2001 
Dear Warren: 

How is everything in your part of the world? It is slow 
here, snowing and can't do much.

When I had my big Buff Orps in Oklahoma, I always used the 
younger males becase the cider males would not make 
fertile eggs until irch or so. 

I have three nice ullets that I haven't trimmed. I want to 
take them over tc North Carolina for a show Johnny Flowers 
puts on in Febru ry. I have some combs frozen on my males, 
just the points out it might as well got it all. The male I 
had out in Ok] loma came back last week and he is frozen 
bad. I know tey had some cold weather out there. The 
fellow that h d him is an Old English man and frozen combs 
are never a r oblem with them. 

At the ARP lational show there were no Orp bantams there 
except my ale. I also sent a female but a coon got into 
the pen a d ended her. At the Oklahoma show there were no 
Orp bant as either. I guess Larry Dye doesn't do the Orp 
bantam: ; ny more. When we lived out there he showed some.

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There is a fellow in Woodward that has some. I think his 
name is Babbs.

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Orpington

Origin 

Twenty years ago, Ctrpingtons were exhibited in America for the first time, the Single Comb 
Black Orpington being the original variety shown. It was the first of a distinctly new breed 
of fowl, originated in 1886 by William Cook of Orpington, County of Kent, England, 
whence Orpingtons take their name. 

Being 'English, you know," it took the American poultry breeders some years to become 
interested and enthusiastic, over Orpingtons Objections to fowls with black legs and white 
skm were lodged against Black Orpingtons and later the white or pink legs and white skin of 
Buff and White Orpingtons was considered a serious market handicap, as Americans 
demanded yellow-skinned and yellow-legged poultry. So the doom of the Orpintons was 
predicted before breeders on this side of the Atlantic became acquainted with the good 
qualities of this new English race of fowl, or realized that a master hand at promoting and 
advertising new breeds was at work in England, Australia, and America, boosting the breed 
he originaed, by lavish use of printers’ ink, which included much free advertising for 
himself—i ir the originator was a clever writer on poultry topics, as well as a very shrewd 
breeder and dealer. 

The superior qualities of his Orpingtons were "laid on with a thick brush," the defects kept in 
the background. The result oi all these persistent and insistent claims of superiority over all 
other breeds is that Orpingtons are today the most popular fowl in England and have made 
such rapid strides toward popularity in this country, notably in White Orpingtons, that they 
have become dangerous rivals of the American Plymouth Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode Island 
Reds, and Leghorns. 

The originator, William Cook, died in 1904, at a time when Orpington^ were beginning to 
boom rapidly, thanks to the late and lamented Mr. Cook and the husding and able efforts of 
Wallace P. Willett of East Orange, N.J., editor and publisher of "The Orpington." This was 
before the day of Owen Farms, Ernest Kellerstrass and other "big guns" of the Orpington 
fancy of today, Charles Vass, Dr. Paul Kyle, Wallace P. Willett, Frank W. Gaylor and 
William Davis being the pioneers in the early Buff Orpington days; but when Mr. Cook 
appeared at the Madison Square Garden, New York, in 1903 with a great string of English 
Orpingtons and received fulsome press notices in the daily papers of his exhibits; arranged in 
a clever manner at one end of the big show arena, the real Orpington boom in the United 
States and Canada was launched. 

As an advance agent. William Cook was in a class by himself; as a salesman he was a star, 
the prices realized by him for Orpingtons at that memorable show being exceedingly high. 

The purchasers were men of wealth, as a rule, who realized that aside from the fancy end, it 
would be a good business investment as well. A study of the comparative growth in 
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popularity of Orpingtons in D. E. Hale’s article on another page of this book, will justify the 
judgment of these shrewd fanciers who bought at that time. 

Orpington First Exhibited in America in 18°0 

Single Comb Black Orpingtons were first exhibited at the show of the Massachusetts Poultry 
Association, held in Boston, in 1890. Single Comb Buff Orpingtons were first exhibited at 
the Madison Square Garden Show, New York, in 1899, twelve single entries aril one pen 
being the total. 

In 1901, the entries increased to nineteen single and one pen of Buff Orpingtons Charles 
Vass, Wallace P. Willett, and Doctor Paul Kyle being the exhibitors. At New York in 1909- 
JO, 157 Single Comb Buff, 122 Single Comb Black, 134 Single Comb White, 17 Diamond 
Jubilee, 5 Spangled, 25 Rose Comb Buff, 13 Rose Comb Black, and 5 Rose Comb White 
Orpingtons were exhibited, making a total of478 Orpingtons—a remarkable showing for a 
breed of English origin in a country where there was supposed to be little demand for poultry 
with white skin and white or black shanks. 

Early Orpington History 

Wallace p. Willett of East Orange, New Jersey, sends us the following interesting data 
relating to the early history of the Orpingtons: 

"I have been keeping fancy fowls as a hobby not as a business, except in certain instances, 
for the past fifty years, and have handled in that time almost every nameable breed from the 
Shanghai, my first purchase in the eighteen fifties, up to the present time. I was always on 
the lookout for something new and promising in the poultry world—at home and abroad. 
When the Anconas started to boom in England, 1 brought them here and trap-nested them for 
four years or more, but gave them up as not filling the bill for an all round puroose fowl. 

"The October, 1897, number of Farm Poultry printed a picture of Wm. Cook and of his 
Black and Buff Orpingtons and the editorial correspondence of A. F. Hunter, who was then 
visiting poultry plants in England, gave an interesting account of meeting Mr. Cook who 
personally showed him about his poultry farm near Orpington village. Mr. Hunter said that 
Mr. Cook’s business included tl e shipment of 10,404 sittings of eggs in nine months. This 
and more written by Editor Hunt ;r gave me the Orpington fever at once and I immediately 
entered into correspondence which resulted in one importation early in ,898 of Black, Buff 
and White Orpington eggs, direct horn Mr. Cook’s farm, from which n y first Orpington 
chicks of these varieties were hatched. I made a second importation by steamer in September 
of the same year. Up to that year, 189t no Buff or White Orpingtons had been brought into 
the United States, but perhaps a dozen Blacks had come in. 

"Daniel Love exhibited a Black cock and two hens at Worcester, Mass., in January, 1891, 
and Wm. McNeil, London, Canada, entered one Black cockerel at the Boston show, in 1897. 
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Four Blacks were exhibited at New York in 1896 by C S. Williams, New Jersey and five 
Blacks were shown at New York, in 1898, by Geo. M. Shaw. 

'A careful examination of poultry records shows no other entries at poultry exhibition in the 
United States. The few Black Orpingtons exhibited had not caused the breed to make much 
progress here. 

"In 1898 C. E. Vass, Washington, N. J„ brought over a pen of Buff Orpingtons from ‘a 
successful breeder in England,’ not from Wm. Cook direct, and exhibited them at Mount 
Gretna, Pa. This was the first exhibit of Buff Orpingtons in America. 

"In September, 1898, R. S. Templin, Colla, Ohio, advertised ‘A few Buff Orpington pullets 
wanted in exchange for one or two cockerels.’ 

"In 1899 Mr. Vass made two entries at Boston and he and his neighbors made seventeen 
enteiesat New York. At Philadelphia in 1899, there were two exhibited and this is the record 
of Buffs up to January, 1900. 

*7 1,6 e * hib,ts of 1899 served to call attention to their merits and there was quite a little 
demand for Orpington eggs. At the New York show, in 1900, there were 43 entries The 
writer made his first exhibit at this show, entering two Blacks and two Buffs, wi nning two 
firets <m Blacks but nothing on Buffs.. The Cook Type’ of Buffs had not been judged before 
and differed somewhat from the ‘ Vass Type’ which had already been judged. It was the only 
type known previous to the showing of the ‘Cook Orpingtons’ but the latter came to the front 
immediately after." 


Mating for Size 

By E. Campbell 

(From Chapter 4 of E. Campbell’s 1922 bool The Orpington and Its Varieties) 

If big birds are mated, it may be taken for granted that size at least has been secured in a 6ir 
proportion of the progeny. I have obtained very satisfactory results from mating a medium¬ 
sized cockerel with big hens and strapping pullets, but he was from stock much larger than 
himself, and he had great substance. The mating of equally big birds sometimes leads to 
comparative legginess in the offspring, if great depth of body is not a characteristic of both 
The mating of a massive low cockerel to big strapping pullets has with me yielded splendid 
results, as has the leathering cockerel put to low-set, big-framed hens. But the mating of 
massive birds on both sides is certain to be best. The offspring will vary a bit both ways, but 
the best will better than [sic] is likely to accrue from either of the other variations. I don’t 
agree, however, with mating very low-set birds however big in body. 

Theoretically, an Oprington ’s legs cannot well be too short—if die body is big enough— 
practically they can, although they seldom are. Unless you maintain a sense of proportion in 
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the framing of your birds you will not be able to strike the eye with the full sense of your 
success, while your failures will become depressingly apparent. 

You must, in breeding big birds, give them ‘something to stand upon.’ That is to say, you 
must not endeavour to carry a big body on stunted legs. A very short-legged cockerel, or one 
with a tremendously low body, should not be mated to extremely shortlegged females. 

Phenomenal features of this sort are best used for corrective purposes. Otherwise the result 
may be a good lot of breeders, but none to take first place in high competition at shows 
where symmetry and proportion decide the verdict. 

The sense of size is not quite apparent in a show pen unless it be accompanied by proportion. 

And remember that the bird which looks like a triton amongst the minions of your yard falls 
back very quickly into the commonplace when it is placed amidst the pickings of other 
breeders’ stock—such as show entries are. 

This seems a convenient point at which to warm a young breeder from expecting too much 
from a low-legged massive hen which he has bought. I like to get my breeding stock young, 
for I know that as many a slim young maiden develops into an obese middle-aged lady, so do 
some leggy pullets swell out and let down -ito typical show hens. These are the sort which 
may possibly give you a good show cocke. but will seldom satisfy in pullets—for like 
begets like. It is a hen of this description which should be mated to a massive extra-low 
cockerel. 

If you wish to breed big show pullets—and who does not—see that your hens have been big 
low pullets themselves. What the mother has been the daughter will very probably also be— 
if not corrected or improved upon by mating with a male whose females have been better or 
bigger. I am a firm believer in the influence of the female size on the female line—all things 
being equal. 1 am also a firm believer in the big hen theory. All other matters being even, the 
hen, in my experience, has exercised the greater influence on the size of the progeny. I have 
mated an experimental pen, including a big pullet sister to a smaller pullet of different 
conformation (also running in the pen) put to a big and big-stocked cockerel. Every pullet 
out of the big mating was as big or bigger than the mother, but every pullet from the smaller 
was little if any advance in size on its parent. 

I have in my callow poultry days mated a strapping big cockerel to ordinary hens and pullets, 
and never got a t'rd as good as the father, while the tendency in the pullets was to legginess 
rather than size. 

When mating Opringtons, never lose sight of substance. Substance will redeem the smallest 
specimen. I never kill a big-boned cockerel, however small. Somebody who knows 
something is willing to take him from me. 1 never yet saw a big-boned, heavy-framed pullet 
that was not a good breeder irrespective of size. A big pullet deficient in bone and substance 
is almost certain to throw very ordinary, if not decidedly leggy, stock, unless wonderfully 
well mated. A smallish pullet of great substance will lift the weediest cockerel’s stock o rt of 
the common, on her side at least, if she comes from good stuff. 
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Don’t, however, mate squat birds under the impression that you are securing ‘club type.’ The 
club type Orpington is a bird moulded in proportions, such a proportion as you quickly 
appreciate by visiting a leading show and following the judge's awards with an inquiring and 
absorbing mind. Although the standard insists upon ‘short legs,’ the term is merely 
comparative. You may find the first prize cockerel with a leg half an inch longer in shank 
than the third prize bird. But you will probably also find that the longer leg looks shorter to 
the eye, because the bird it supports has greater size and substance. It is this proportion 
which so deceives the novice, that he looks at the first prize pullet and remarks to himself 
‘Well, that isn’t a great one. I have something very nearly as big at home.’ And only when 
he ventures into the show arena and puts his big bird into direct contrast, is he aware of the 
magnitude of his error.

H. E. BABCOCK • Farmers outside the 
Northeast will be hearing more about Ed 
Babcock hereafter. Sharing the leader¬ 
ship of the National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives this year with 84-year-old 
Judge John D. Miller, his arena of agricul¬ 
tural activity will become national. 

Sunnygables, the Babcock farm, is just 
out of Ithaca, New York, where its dy¬ 
namic owner operates 1,000 nearby 
acres. Farm equipment design to reduce 
drudgery and hours is one of his major 
interests. He has promoted there the 
idea of interchangeable tires on ma¬ 
chinery so used automobile rubber will 
do for field work. Efficient barn design, 
grass silage and grass farming, quick 
freezing and home storage boxes, have 
been special activities. Livestock and 
poultry are his farm income producers. 

As builder of the G.L.F., the great 
cooperative serving farmers in New York 
and parts of New Jersey and Pennsyl¬ 
vania, Babcock became famous. After 
seeing G.L.F. well on the way toward its 
present $75,000,000 turnover, he resigned 
the general management in 1936 "to 
avoid overstaying." He now heads the 
G.L.F. School of Cooperative Adminis¬ 
tration for members, employes and 
agents. 


Mr. Babcock holds the eminent position 
of Chairman of the Board of Trustees of 
Cornell University, but it is hard to get 
him to occupy "positions" unless he sees 
a chance to do a definitely constructive 
iob without overloading his time. 

Right now he is traveling west of the 
Mississippi getting acquainted with Na¬ 
tional Council of Farm Cooperatives 
leadership. You can be sure he has some¬ 
thing definitely constructive in mind.

Dear Lou, 

Many thanks for your e-mail of Monday concerning a unified Standard admission 
process. To give you a one word answer (to be followed by explanation and 
commentary) "yes" I/we would be interested to working to "unify” this important 
process. 

First, let me say that I have the highest regard for Gus Vinhage, and we work 
well together. During the eight years I served as chairman of the A.P.A. 

Standard Committee we had two successful "joint" qualifying ventures, those 
being Fawn Silver Duckwing Old English Game and Mille Fleur Old English Game. 

Gus will tell you that we did all of what you outlined. Fawn Silver Duckwing 
was a new color variety, but we made it happen because we were committed to 
making it happen, to working together to succeed. This has not always been the 
case with the two organizations (and the two Standard Committees, especially 
the chairmen) . Everytime either one of was contacted about admitting a new 
variety/breed of bantam chicken or duck we pleaded, begged those involved to 
qualify that breed/variety with both organizations. But neither of us could 
force breeders to comply. 

The main sticking point, in my judgment, is the difference in the number of 
birds called for to have a successful meet (25 in the A.B.A. and 50 in the 
A.P.A.). I don’t see money (the fee) being a big problem; it shouldn’t be. 

The second biggest problem, in my judgment, is the A.B.A. requirement that the 
meet be at your Annual or Semi Annual Show. But Gus and I overcome this 
problem twice as I have already indicated. 

I think the only way that this would work, consistently, is for the two 
admission processes to be exactly the same, and that it be mandatory that 
breeders make application to both organizations at the same time. If it isn't 
mandatory, a few will cooperate (as we have found) but others will thumb their 
noses in our face and refuse. 

I am going to send your communication and my response to (1) the members of our 
Standard Committee and (2) our board of directors. You will need to work with 
our Standard of Perfection Committee (Judge Walt Leonard, chairman) to get a 
proposal before our board meeting in Nebraska in November. Our board will not 
circumvent our Standard Committee and make a decision without their 
involvement. 

Right now our Standard Committee is up to their armpits in alligators trying to 
get the next edition of our Standard into print. Hopefully, within a couple of 
months they will have time to consider other matters. 

Again, I affirm to you that I am interested in accomplishing the goal of a 
unified standard admittance process to prevent future Standard differences. 

Let's see if we can't make it happen!!

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History of the American Game Bantam 

By Doug Huggins 


American Game Bantams, which prior to 1947, were known as American Pit Game Bantams, have been bred, shown, 
and pitted for many years in the eastern part of the United States in just about all known colors. They are the miniature 
counterpart of the large Pit Games that have appeared in the cock pits of this country for many years. As far back as 
1890 they were bred and exhibited. 

The American Game Bantam is a hardy, vigorous, pugnacious bantam that is majestic, graceful, and alert in the male 
and sedate in the female. The males are exceedingly attractive because they possess broad, well-curved sickles and 
lesser sickles and broad main tail feathers with an abrupt break at the juncture of back and tail. They exhibit an 
abundance of hackle and saddle feathers. The females are particularly good layers, sitters and attentive mothers of the 
brood. The breed standard weights are; cock-30 oz, hen-27 oz, cockerel-27 oz, pullet-24 oz. 

The American Game Bantam, originated by Frank L. Gary of Crosswicks, New lersey, resulted through the 
development of specimens from a cross of a Red Jungle Fowl male on a BB Red Pit Game Bantam female in 1940. 
Approximately 5-6 years were required to bring the fowl to the state of perfection required. 

In the 1930's, Pit Game Bantams were bred and shown in quantity as well as being "pitted", even though an illegal 
activity. The appraisal of the Pit Game Bantams shown led Frank L. Gary to conclude that the breed lacked the flow of 
hackle, saddle, and sickles to represent a truly attractive show bird. A Red Jungle Fowl cock that was viewed in 
Greenville, South Carolina, was particularly well furnished in these sections and was purchased by Gary. The 
introduction of this male's bloodline increased feather length in these sections. By selection, the desired characteristics 
continued to be enhanced. Arthur O. Schilling pointed out that selecting females for well developed coverts flowing 
well up the tail was of value in selection. 

Gary approached the Standard Committee of the APA in the late 1940's to see if this new bantam could be admitted to 
the Standard of Perfection. A mandate was made that neither yellow, willow, or pinkish white legs would be acceptable, 
because these colors would conflict with Brown Leghorn, Modern Game, and Old English Game. Eventually bluish 
slate was developed and became predominant. After coordination with other breeders, qualifying shows were held in 
New York City. Shape and color descriptions were listed in the 1950 ABA Yearbook. First varieties were Black and 
BB Red, but other varieties have become recognized. Initially the new breed was named American Pit Game Bantam. 
John Kriner Sr. suggested, "There is a natural aversion of the fancier to the word "pit". Accordingly the name American 
Game Bantam was adopted.

Keeping the Game in American Game Bantams 

By Peter G. Atkin 

One of the most important aspects of breeding American Game Bantams is making sure that the breed actually 
represents the type of fowl it is meant to. This is of course the large number of families or breeds of Game Fowl 
collectively known as Pit Games or American Games. We know, from what we have from Frank Gary that the original 
bantams were meant to represent the Miniature Pit Games that were being fought in the Northeast at that time. 
However, these bantam Games would have been tight feathered, reflecting the large, short-heeled breeds that they 
originated from. We aslo know that the Red Jungle Fowl blood was put into the breed to give it more feather. What 
resulted was a breed that greatly resembled the more heavily feathered, long heel Game Fowl from The South. We also 
see this feather volume in strains of miniature Games that carry Spanish blood. What does all this mean? It means that 
the American Game Bantam must look like a fighting bird. We now see Old English Game Bantams that look more 
like trimmed Dutch bantams than any fighting breed. As dedicated breeders it is our respdriSlbllliy to Mold this typ e of 
degradation of Game type in the American Game Bantam.

How do we keep the Game in the American Game Bantam? The first step is making sure that we acquire the very best 
type of breeding stock available, judging the birds on their merits as Game Fowl and on how close they are to the 
standard. If they are of good Game type and breed true, then we must be continually vigilant in cullig for birds that do 
not have that Game look. Sometimes, however, even the best line can deviate. Now we have several choices. We can 
look for better brood stock, or breed Game Fowl, miniature or large, into our birds. The second option is the one I 
would choose. Now the decision is between large or bantam Pit Games. While the bantam breeds will shorten the time 
it takes to reatain the size after a cross with American Game Bantams, they are less readily available and do not offer 
the wide range in variety that large Pit Games do. With the large fowl, there is a greater chance that type and colour 
can be matched with the American Game Bantam, and therefore the only consideration is the length of time involved to 
get back to a 30 oz bird. For my part, I would use both crosses; keeping in mind that type is the number one factor to 
concentrate on. For an American Game Bantam/large fowl cross, I would expect at least four generations to get close 
to the standard weight. With the bantam Game cross, the time could be shortened by one or two generations. 

One thing to keep in mind, when crossing like this is to use a female Pit Game and male American Game Bantam. The 
female has the type we want and will pass it along to her progeny, while the male will pass on colour traits. Be careful to 
cross judiciously, using only a portion of your flock. It defeats the purpose to take a wholesale approach with this cross, 
and lose the "pure" American Game Bantam that you have. Breed the first generation back to some pure stock, and 
continue on in this manner until you have birds that are 7/8 or more American Game Bantam. If type is good, and the 
size and colour close, then you can breed this line into your main flock. 



We have to remember that the American Game Bantam is as much an emerging breed today as it was 60 years ago. It 
will only be through the hard work of dedicated breeders that it will gain favour and popularity in the showroom, and 
yards of North American fanciers. Remember TYPE, SIZE, COLOUR.

Keeping Breeding Records

One of the most important parts of any quality breeding program is keeping accurate records. It is difficult to maintain 
or improve the quality of your birds without keeping accurate records. This includes marking eggs and chicks to keep 
track of which brood pen they come from, as well as segregating brood females according to kinship and physical 
differences. It is important to know which brood pens are producing the good birds, and which are producing the culls. 
First of all, only put females that are full sisters and have the same type, feather length, and color in the same brood pen 
together. This way you will get a better idea of what kind of females produce the best males. If you don't segregate the 
brood females you will have a hard time telling which pullets are sisters to the best cockerels, and which cockerels arc 
brothers to the best pullets. When you raise males you like, you should keep their full sisters, as well as their mothers 
and aunts as breeders to reproduce like males in the future. I have found that the female usually has more influence on 
the type of the offspring than the male. If you have an excellent male in the brood pen, but don't raise any good males 
from him, you may want to try him with some different females that are sisters, mothers, or aunts to good cockerels, or 
you may want to breed the good brood cock’s daughters back to him for successive generations in order to get more of his 
influence in the offspring. When you collect your eggs, mark them with a pencil to keep track of which brood pen they 
came from. Set the eggs from different brood pens two days apart, in different incubators, or under different liens to 
keeep them separated. When they hatch toe-punch each pen’s chicks with a different toe punch, wrtic it down, and then 
you can put all the chicks in the same brooder together. When they are grown you can look at the birds' toe-punches, 
and find out which brood pens produced the good ones, and which produced the culls. You can also tell which ones are 


opposite sex siblings to the good ones, and save those for future breeders. This will allow you to get rid of breeders that 
aren't producing good birds, and allow you to raise a higher percentage of good birds from a lesser number of breeders. 

It will also help you to keep track of how close you are inbreeding. A good breeder thinks about how he or she is going 
to mate their birds next year, when mating up their birds for the present year. Keeping accurate records takes some extra 
work, but it will pay off in the end.

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Breeding BB Red/Wheaten Crosses

Many American Game Bantam breeders will find themselves wanting to create their own strains of American Game 
Bantams from miniature Pit Fowl in order to get the true Pit Game type on which the American Game Bantam breed 
was based. Many families of red Pit Fowl are carrying both BB Red and Wheaten genes in the same family, and it is not 
uncommon to get birds of both varieties from the same pair of breeders. No matter whether you arc after BB Red, 
Wheaten, or both, you will need to establish separate families that will breed true. You can't work on improving the 
color of either variety until you get them to the point where they will breed true. The biggest obstacle is not being able 
to tell the BB Red males from the Wheaten males. Actually the problem is that many of the males will not be pure for 
cither, but are mixed, carrying genes for both BB Red and Wheaten. Some will be pure, but unless you know which 
ones, you can't take advantage of it. Observing the down color of the chicks is the first step in knowing which way to 
breed them. The clucks that have well defined chipmunk striping should be toe-punched or marked as BB Reds. The 
chicks that have veiy faint, or little or no striping at all should be marked as Wheatens. Breed adult females of BB Red 
color as pure BB Reds. Breed adult females of Wheaten color as pure Wheatens. Breed the males according to what 
their down color was when they were chicks. Continue with this system and you should get them to breed true in a 
generation or two.

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News and Views, Summer 2001

In addition to attending the APA semiannual at Wapakoneta, OH on March 
17-18,1 was able to attend five shows in District 2 this spring: Delmarva, 
Sussex, Central Pennsylvania Avian, Buffalo and Western New York, and 
Finger Lakes. At all of those shows, there were a lot of high quality birds to 
admire and to study. 

Books and photographs are indispensable in the early stages of the learning 
process about exhibition poultry. But if you want to fine tune your 
knowledge and become an informed spectator or a judge (in which case the 
learning process never stops) and acquire in-depth knowledge about a 
particular variety or breed, your best sources of information are live birds 
and the successful breeders and exhibitors of those birds. 

Several months before the Delrnarva show, I began to prepare some of my 
Partridge Rocks for what 1 knew would be some very good and friendly 
competition in the American class at Delmarva. On the day before I was to 
leave for Delaware, Rich Barczewski phoned to report that the number of 
entries for the Delmarva show was greater than expected and asked if I 
would withdraw my entry and help out by judging. 

I withdrew my entry and was happy to help out. So, instead of packing up 
my Partridge Rocks, 1 packed my judge's jacket and headed south, 
accompanied by my co-pilot. Bob Anke (Leghoms, Rosecombs). The 
Delmarva show gets bigger and better every year. My guess is that it will 
probably be a two-day show next spring. 

The Buffalo and Western New York show is about a five-hour drive for me. 
So I got up very early on the day of the show, went up and fed and watered 
my birds, and opened the bam door so that the majority of my birds could 
get out in the yard at daybreak. 1 knew that it would be after dark when I 
returned from Buffalo, that the birds would go back in the bam at dark, and 
that they would probably be fine until my return. This is a routine I have 
used successfully on many occasions. 

When I arrived home from Buffalo at about 10 P.M., however, 1 could tell 
from about 200 yards away from the bam that something was terribly 
wrong: full volume wild hysteria and pandemonium. As I approached, my 
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first thought was that it was probably a raccoon or a weasel or an opossum. 
Not so. It was a Great Homed Owl! 

1 don't know who was more distressed, the chickens, their owner, or the owl. 
In all my years of raising poultry', I have never seen chickens more terrified 
of anything. The owl, too, appeared to be very bewildered and tried, 
repeatedly, to get out of the bam. 

Around and around inside the bam he flew, all the while pursued by a frantic 
poultry fancier with a broom in his hand and accompanied by a chorus of 
terrified and squawking chickens, turkeys, and guinea fowl. Finally, I was 
able to throw a couple of empty feed bags over the owl and catch him (such 
talons!) and throw him outside. It took about an hour for the birds to calm 
down. Fortunately, there were no casualties. 

Pigeon breeders and flyers, I know, frequently have problems with hawks 
diving at their birds in their fly pens or when outside their lofts. And I do 
remember that Cecil Rose, the legendary poultryman from Susquehanna 
County, PA, once told me about an incident where a hawk flew right past 
him and into a coop where he had some Sebrights. But an owl! That's a first 
for me.

The 
Bloomsburg group has a small but enthusiastic group of pigeon fanciers 
who, under the direction of Andy Rapach, Jessica Sartell, Judy Sartell, and 
yours truly, sponsored a very nice pigeon show in conjunction with this 
year's poultry show. The pigeon show was judged by Muard M. M. Naugle, 
Jr. 

The Finger Lakes group holds its annual show on the New York State 
Fairgrounds in the poultry building, an architectural treasure that dates from 
the early years of the 20th century. In this year's Finger Lakes show, there 
were no less than 40 standard Old English Games. What a beautiful sight to 
see! 

One thing for sure: there are a lot of top quality birds, skilled show 
managements, and friendly exhibitors in District 2. Next spring I will give it 
my best to attend the Berks, Susquehanna, and Westmoreland shows. 
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At all of the shows that I attend or judge, 1 set up the APA sales table, if 
possible. Many people, it seems, are not aware of all the poultry items that 
the APA has for sale. Special thanks (1) to Fran Curtis at the Central Maine 
show, and (2) to Kay St. Amour (Maryland state representative for the APA) 
and her mother at the Finger Lakes show for "watching the APA store" (and 
selling a lot of APA items) as I judged at those two shows.

Guinea on a Pearl old cock. We are moving forward, slowly but surely, with 
the project of getting Guinea Fowl admitted to the "American Standard of 
Perfection."

AGE EXPECTANCY OF PIGEONS 
By Wendell M. Levi 

It is impossible to gauge the age to which a pigeon will live. It 
would be just as easy for a life insurance agent to advise how long a 
man will live. The best he can do is ask the man's age, refer to an 
insurance mortaility table and advise the man's expectancy. 

So it is with pigeons. Long life depends, to a great extent, upon 
the strain. Longevity is an intangile quality, a latent characteristic, 
which is a part of the bird's makeup, accidents and casualties being 
eliminated. Some strains breed longer and live longer than others. If 
the pigeon fancier has a hen of any kind which, at the end of seven or 
eight years, is still breeding, well, she is a splendid hen from which 
to save offspring. It is more than likely that her progeny will be 
long-iived and breed longer than will the progeny of a short-lived hen. 

In figuring the breeding age of a pigeon, it is well to omit the 
year in which the bird is hatched. It is assumed that the bird is seamless 
banded. If it banded with a 1 935 band, 1 935 should not be calcuated as 
a breeding year, but one should start with 1936. In a good strain of 
commercial birds, the hens should breed very satisfactorily for five years. 
Thus, the 1 935 bird should breed satisfactorily through 1 940 . After this 
age, hens gradually taper off in production. They take longer to lay, 
or infertility and other casualties become more and more frequent. This 
tapering usually is not noticeable from month to month, but may be obseved 
when the year's average is summed up. Some hens of utility, racing, and 
fancy breeds are known to have bred well for ten years. Hens have lived 
for fifteen years and possibly longer. The latter years of their lives, 
however, are fairly unproductive. 

Cocks live longer and breed longer than do hens. They do not 
have the strain upon their systems that the hens have upon their organs 
in producing a constant sequence of eggs. A properly bred cock will usually 
produce, with no noticeable loss in production, for from five to seven 
years. At the expiration of that time, if mated to a young hen, he may 
continue to breed satisfactorily for another three or four years, sometimes 
longer. 

We owned a White Carneau hen, hatched in 1916, that bred continuously 
until 1 932. During this period, this hen won twenty-one firsts in the 
show room before being defeated. Spike, a famous U.S. Army bird and 
hero of the World War died in 1 935 at the age of seventeen years. Mocker, 
another hero, was hatched early in 1918 and lived until June, 1937. 

Probably the oldest authentically recorded age of a pigeon is that of 
Kaiser, a red checkered cock, 17-47-0350, captured in a basket of pigeons 
during the Meuse-Argonne offensive in 1918. He was brought to this country 
and housed in the government lofts at Fort Monmouth, N.J., where he was 
used as a breeder for many years. Hans Zimmermann of Coblenz (Ger.) 
produced proof that he has bred Kaiser in February of 1917 for the German 
Army. Kaiser was reported to have died at the age of thirtytwo years 
eight months (Amer. Pigeon Jourl., 1950, p.226), but there lhas been some 
dispute of the vaildity of the records (Amer. Pigeon Jour., 1950, p.359). 

At any rate, one may be satisfied with an average productive age 
limit of six years (five full breeding years), which might be compared 
to "middle age" in man.

Through all of this I’ve come to realize one thing, we are doing this together ! Feeding, 
cleaning and talking birds together. I don’t know how long it will last but I intend to make the 
most of it. After all he is a normal boy. He likes his sports and while he is only 10 the girls are not 
all that far off. But for now at least, because of our common interest in Tipplers, we are sharing 
som#» time'together. Making cherished father and son memories that will be with us forever, just 
like the ones I have with my dad. 

1 guess that’s all I have to say for now, except, keep 'em flying and introduce a kid you 
know to our fine feathered friends. Who knows what will come of it.

DO PIGEONS SLEEP? 

(From the Book, "The Pigeon by Wendell M. Levi) 

The pigeon, if it sleeps at all, sleeps very lightly. 
Certainly the bird does not sleep so that it beomes sufficie,tly 
unconscious of surrounding circumstances to wake with a start 
when something arouses it. 

In over fifty-five years of pigeon breeding, I have never 
been able to observe a bird at day or night with its eyes closed 
and in a sleeping condition. Anyone can easily check this 
by going into a pen at night with or without a flashlight, and 
in every instance, he will observe the birds wide awake with ' 
their eyes round and wide open. The pigeon does not often close 
its eyes and never puts its head under its wing as so often 
does the common barnyard fowl upon retiring for the night. 
Occasionally a pigeon may be observed with its eyes closed, 
these instances are very rare and usually occur when the 
bird is so weakened by disease or by strenuous physical effort 
that it is barely able to stand. In order to test the 
observation of others upon the point, the question was asked: 

Do pigeons sleep, and, if so, when and how?" Although this 
question was circulated in a pigeon periodical with thousands 
of subscribers only one person noted that occasionally, when 
ill, pigeons close their eyes.

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Pigeons in Iran 


It is known that the ancient people of Persia were indeed great and dedicated pigeon 
men. They still are. Their methods and their attitudes are vastly different. For 
example, what is logical in Britain is not logical in Iran, and vica versa. 

My friend Jack Prescott and I have discussed many of the misunderstandings. We 
have both agreed that the main tragedy is the lack of communication, through which 
pigeon men could speak to each other and learn about each other’s ways. If Jack and I 
can sit down together like two civilised men, get along so very well, and agree so 
well, then surely all men of all races can do the same. 

However, the situation in Teheran, a vast city in Iran, is extremely serious. Families 
have fallen out with each other about pigeons and have declared a sort of private war 
between the families. A terrible situation indeed. 

In February, 2000, the government became sick of the trouble and strife from the 
local pigeon keepers of Teheran, who flew kits of 300 pigeons (in fact, a public 
nuisance on a large scale.) The government slapped an embargo on all pigeon flying 
within a 40km radius of any airport or military airfield in Teheran. The reason was 
that pigeons could present a hazard to aircraft by been sucked into the engines of 
aircraft. I wrote to old Jack Prescott because I knew that he was an airman of World 
War II vintage. I asked Jack if there was any logical foundation for this hazard to 
aircraft. He wrote straight back and said that the hazard could in fact exist and that 
airport authorities went to a lot of trouble to exclude many types of birds from airports 
and aircraft establishments. 

The actual ban was a surprise to Jack. He said “...the embargo is extremely strict 
and drastic, but I allow that the Iranian government doesn’t mess about, pussyfooting 
around a problem and in consequence, doing nothing at all”. 

In fact there seems to be an overwhelming support for the pigeon ban and the men 
with kits of 300 are to blame. Nowadays, there are several Iranians who keep pigeons 
in England, and they have accepted the moderation of the English Tippler and Roller 
men. In Iran, the flying men have a great respect for the British attitude - regarding 
Tipplers, Rollers and Racing pigeons. In Iran, as well as in England, there are 
troublemakers, renegades and complete ‘burkes’. One man, however, is listening to 
old Jack Prescott and trying to forsake the dogma of keeping 300 pigeons for contests 
in and around Teheran. His name is Mehdi Manzoori of Teheran. 

I interpret Jack’s advice and cool calculated logic. Jack and I are working together 
to get Iranian fanciers to conform to universally accepted standards. Mehdi Manzoori 
is a vital link between the Persian attitude and your average pigeon Brit, by way of 
Jack and myself.

REPORT OF RECORD FLY - 6/10/01 
YOUNG BIRDS 

TO: Tim Kvidera president FTA and The Board of Directors 
Dave Fuller FTS and The Board of Directors 

Joe Russo arrived at my home at 4:15 am and checked the band numbers of the four birds to be flown. 
They were recorded as 01 ATU 103 Black sex unknown, 01 ATU 108 Black sex unknown, 01 ATU 113 
Black Velvet sex unknown, and 01 ATU 119 Black sex unknown. The birds were released at 4:20 am 
on 6/10/01 They went right up but they were split up and it was too dark to spot them. Three birds were 
spotted together at 4:45 am at a medium height At 4:50 am all four birds were spotted together and the 
fly was on. The birds flew strong all day long, never flying high but routing in all directions. They never 
flew over the loft to look not once. It got up to 85 degrees in the afternoon, but it didn't seem to siow the 
kit down in the least, The average humidity was 47% on a clear day with very few clouds. The Barometer 
was 28.92 and the wind from the west 5 -10 mph. This is the same family of birds that I broke the young 
bird record with in 1999 - Lovatts with some Sheffield mixed in - the true " Long Island Delights". I had 
three timers at the end and all three stated that the birds had plenty of fly left 

The kit was sighted at least once every half hour, they kitted right the whole fly never splitting. I decided 
to drop them at 8 50 pm as they were routing too far - not their normal fly pattern in their training. The 
lights were put on and the droppers thrown at 8:50 pm. The kit reacted right away, with all four hitting 
with the droppers (my droppers go up and get the kit). All four hit the landing boa-d at 8:53 pm, with 
last bird trapped at 8:58 pm. Time flown 16 hours and 30 minutes

Protein and Carbohydrates 
By Nino Bugeja 

Proteins - when digested form amino acids, they are moved around the body in the blood. 
Amino acids are of good feather, muscle, bone and feather. 25 - 30% of the protein a bird 
eats, is responsible for the coat of feathers it wears. So you can sea how important a good 
diet is, especially at certain times of a birds devebpment, such as white they are in the nest 
and during the moult. After lorn hard workouts, protein is essential to rebuild worn out tissue 
and rebuild muscle. Protein is what creates a good sound, well developed body for the bird. 

carbohydrates - another word for starch, turns to forms of sugar when digested, and are ab¬ 
sorbed into the bloodstream. Byway of the blood stream they give energy to all areas of the 
body, such as muscle and organs, When a bird is on a bng endurance race it will draw on its 
energies (sugars) at different times and from different areas of the body. First from the blood 
stream and the liver, then from freasly consumed and digested food. When all sugar reserves 
have been used up, it will then use up any fat reserves it may have. So you can see a little fat 
on a bird may come in handy at times of long hard flys. I am sure that you all have seen birds 
that after a hard fly have looked dehydrated, and some what lighter in appearance, it is not 
just water reserves that have been used up, but sugar in the bloodstream, and all fat reserves 
giving us this look. The bird has truely lost considerable weight. 

Knowing how proteins and carbohydrates work for and in our birds can make the difference 
between failure or success. 





Young Bird Training - by Nino Bugeja 

When youngsters are around 5 weeks old,and before their eye color begins 
to change,(from about 7 weeks old) I move them to the flying box, that can 
hold 20 birds easily if necessary. At this point, they are allowed out in the fly 
run that ajoins their box, to start their orientation. They will be put on a diet 
of barley and wheat, at the rate of slightly less than loz per bird. Some of my 
droppers will be put in with them, (hens only), and there they will stay until I 
have complete control of the youngsters. They will be let out (hungry) just 
before dark, and trained to come in through the fly *rap at my command. After 
one week of this training, they should be responding very well to the trap, and 
me, if they are not I reduce their food until they understand. As we increase 
their time out, they will for sure take to the air, if thet seem too strong, then cut 
back on the wheat part of the ration, until they will not fly too high, or too long. 

The trick here is to just get the birds to have a little fly and back on the loft. 
Remember feed only after dark at all times. When they seem to be kitting fairly 
well, and flying up to 1 hr or so, it’s time to remove the droppers from their 
box. Keep them in for 2 days, but when it is feeding time introduce the droppers 
and let them eat with the droppers everyday, but remove them after feeding 
to a different loft. 

At this point young birds can be unpredictiabie to say ’.he least, leave at least 
3 hours of day light when you let them out. Make sure no other birds are visible at 
release time. If all goes well, they will fly and kit well from 1 to 2 hrs., at this 
point throw the droppers for them. If we have done our job right, they will see the 
droppers and respond well. If they do not respond to the droppers, then you 
must lower the amount of food you are giving, until they respond fairly 
promptly. What we are trying to do is 2 major things in their development, it 
is called imprinting, first and most important is control to the loft only, 
second is not to come down until summond with your droppers. When you 
can let your birds out for 1 or 3hrs., and they respond well to your droppers 
then and only then do I start training for marathon times, why? Because I 
am in control not them. 
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Settling Young Birds 
N. Lavery - England 

Alot of information is available to novices advising them how best to settle youngsters. Generally 
the advice given includes a three day period without food for the youngsters prior to release or 
waiting until the eye color changes then starving the birds before letting them out I followed these 
methods exactly for the past few years and I have to say the results were hopeless. Each year, I 
lost approximately half the birds I tried to settle and last year alone, I only managed to hold 12 out 
of 30. This year, I decided to try a different approach and I am pleased to report that out of a total 
of 22 youngsters, I settled 18. I am certain that the method I used to prepare the youngsters before 
release is the main contributory factor to this yea 's sizeable reduction in losses. Obviously, there 
will be those who will say that luck comes into it as well and I have to agree that this is probably 
a factor too. 

Anyway, what I did is separate the youngsters from their parents at 28 days old and placed them 
in a pen with an old fantail hen. They were fed daily on a good mixture and as much water asthey 
wanted for 7 days - each day I put them in a flight cage for a few hours before feeding with a 
number of droppers outside chasing around. On the second week, I changed their diet to 2/3 barley 
and 1/3 wheat mixture which I fed them in the evening and which was removed after they had taken 
a drink. By this time, they had learned to enter the loft through a trap which on my loft is an integral 
part of the flight cage. After 4 days on this regrime, I cut their rations by half for two days and on the 
7th day, I decided to let them out First I allowed one youngster to follow the droppers onto the loft 
top to join the rest of the droppers and often it had struck up and landed a number of times I allowed 
another to join it eventually, I had 3 youngsters chasing around on the loft top after seeds with the 
droppers and occasionally striking up together and landing. I earned on with procedure until I had 
settled 6 youngsters and these I flew as a kit. Out of the total of 22 youngsters, I settled 18 and of the 
remaining 4 -1 lost 2 when they had reached the 2-3 hour flying stage and the other two were lost 
right off the loft top. Obviously, when you are dealing with young tipplers no system can be deemed 
fool proof, but I feel nonetheless that starving the youngsters as in the " breakind down" method is 
unnecessary as everyone knows despite their hunger they are still very liable to strike up and 
dissapear. 







Behaviour

Pigeons that have been used to flying in a kit will sometimes become silly or partly 
disorientated if they, by chance, become isolated and caused to fly on their own. There 
is no logic in this behaviour. An example is when all of the kit is safely down and eager 
to enter the loft but one or even two continue to fly, despite all manner of coaxing. 

I have learned to recognise the signs and I know that if I don't take prompt action, I am 
going to be fooling around for a long time. The sun may go down and then I shall be 
messing about in very bad light and with my feet chilled like two blocks of ice. Therefore, 
the prompt action required is to make the entire kit take off again. It works like magic - 
The idiot or idiots quickly hook up with their kit mates and then with my usual coaxing 
the entire issue is down very soon. The disqualification's with contest Tipplers due to 
one kit member that had failed to drop, caused by this solo flying allergy are extremely 
common. 

The mere fluttering of droppers does not often work but a solution that often does is to 
employ droppers that will fly briefly and hook the disturbed "solo", stupefied or 
obstreperous individuals. No man should underestimate the value of active droppers. 
Static droppers with no movement in them are of no value at all in difficult times. 

Large kits of pigeons that are used to regu'ar exercise as a large kit often become 
nervous and stupid if the kit gets split up. Typically, about 20 of them drop to the loft but 
one or just a few continue to fly nervously. It is remarkable how such as these quickly 
settle down when the other 20 are cause to fly again. They hook up and in a short time 
the entire kit drops together. 

There is a warning however, that unless a kit is trained to darkness or bad light, every 
pigeon will become nervous and unmanageable if, by chance, still out of the loft as the 
daylight fails. Except for contesting tipplers, I believe that flying into bad light should be 
avoided. It is too risky and the last thing that any fancier wants is to have pigeons out all 
night.

"H. E. Babcock. Farmers 
outside the Northeast will be 
hearing more about Ed. Babcock 
hereafter. Sharing the leadership of 
the National Council of Farmer 
Cooperatives this year with 84-year 
old Judge John D. Miller, his arena 
of agricultural activity will become 
national. 

Sunnygables, the Babock 
farm, is just outside of Ithaca, New 
York, where its dynamic owner 
operates 1,000 nearby acres. Farm 
equipment design to reduce 
drudgery and hours is one of his 
major interests. He has promoted 
there the ideal of interchangeable 
tires on machinery so used 
automobile mbber will do for field 
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work. Efficient bam design, grass 
silage and grass farming, quick 
freezing and home storage boxes, 
have been special activities. 
Livestock and poultry are his farm 
income producers. 

As builder of the G.L.F. 
[Grange League Federation] the 
great cooperative serving farmers 
in New York and parts of New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania, Babcock 
became famous.

Sponsored by a very friendly group of guys and gals, this is always a nice 
show.

There can’t be 
many shows in America where one sees such an impressive display ot 
standard Games—and it was an honor and a pleasure to be asked to judge the 
class. There were six or seven birds that could easily have been Best of 
Breed. When all was said and done, I chose a Lemon Blue cock as Best of 
Breed and a Brown Red cock as Reserve of Breed. I neglected to pick up an 
exhibitors list at the end of the show, so I don’t know—and can’t report 
here—the names of the owners of these two winning Games. 

The Champion Standard was a Black Langshan cockerel, shown by Sue 
Myers. The Reserve Champion Standard was a Buff Orpington cock, shown 
by William Bacon. The Champion Bantam was a Black Cochin cock that was 
shown by Charles Anderson. The Reserve Champion Bantam was a Mottled 
Japanese hen that was shown by Paul Kroll. 


There were eight Guinea Fowl in the show. Best of Breed was a Pearl cock; 
Reserve of Breed was a Buff Dundotte hen—both shown by Don Perrin 
(2825 Dodgeson Road, Alexander, NY 14005). Don is one of the primary 
supporters of the present effort to have Guinea Fowl admitted to the 
American Standard of Perfection. 


A complete list of the show winners fc. this year’s Finger Lakes show will be 
posted here as soon as 1 have that list. 


I took along the ,LPA sales table items with me and set up the APA sales 
table before the judging began. Kay St. Amour (Maryland state representative 
for the APA) and her mother were good enough “to watch the store” while 1 
judged—and sales were good (the second highest receipts for the day in two 
years). Special thanks to Kay and her mother for their support of the APA. 
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Nice Trip to Maine 

On May 26 th , at 9 A.M., I left home and headed North to judge, along with 
Art Rochette and Donna Schopac, the Central Maine Bird Fanciers show ir 
Windsor, Maine. Five hundred miles and nine hours later, I arrived at tf 
Windsor fairgrounds. 

I was prepared for heavy traffic because of the Memorial Day weekend, but 
didn’t have any traffic delays en route to Maine. The road conditions for the 
first couple hundred miles were not good: rain and fog. Suddenly, on ihe 
Massachusetts turnpike, the sun came out—and the rest of the day the 
weather was beautiful. 

Tin' Central Maine show was very nice. Fran Curtis and Forrest Hooper (and 
perhaps others) were in charge and everything came off beautifully. I judged 
all of the standards and the Old English Game bantams (over a hundred of 
them; Best Old English was a B. B. Red hen; seven or eight very beautiful 
Muffed White Old English in this class, including an outstanding cockerel, 
which would have been named Best Old English if Muffed Games were in the 
Standard). Warren A. Carlow was my clerk. He is in the APA apprentice 
judge program and he did a great job as a clerk. 

1 don’t have a complete list of the show winners, but I do know that the 
Champion American and Champion Standard was a White Chantecler 
cockerel (there were seven or eight in the class, all of them very nice) that 
was shown by Fran Curtis. Reserve Champion American and Reserve 
Champion Standard was a Barred Rock hen (excellent type, good size, good 
barring) that was shown by Erik Nelson. The Champion Bantam was a White 
Leghorn cockerel (beautifully balanced bird, not overdone in the tail) that was 
shown by Ken Mainville. Reserve Champion Bantam was a Black Cochin 
cock (very good type—not a “creeper”) that was shown by Charles 
Anderson. A Grey Call female was Champion Waterfowl. 


We finished judging at about 3 P.M. The 500-mile drive home was long, but 
not difficult. I arrived home, having made several rest stops on the way, at 
1:30 A.M. on Monday. 

The state of M.-ine is very beautiful. The hospitality at the Central Maine 
show was fi r st class. Very nice weekend.

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2) were all present at the Buffalo and Western New York show on May 20. 
Troy and I were there as exhibitors. Sam was there as a judge, and it was 
good to have our distinguished colleague from Texas judging in District 2!

Sussex County Poultry Fanciers’ Show 

It was a nice show on a beautiful spring weekend. Eighty-one exhibitors 
showed 600+ birds. There were lots of junior exhibitors, which is a very good 
sign for the future of the club. 

Glen See and Danny Dysart judged the show. The Champion AOCCL, 
Champion Bantam, and Grand Champion of the Show was a White Cornish 
bantam hen that was shown by Tom Kane. The Reserve Champion Bantam 
was a Black Cochin pullet that was shown by Tom and Kathy Roebuck. The 
Champion Standard was a Black Australorp cock that was shown by Bill 
Ryan. The Reserve Champion Standard was a Black Sumatra cock that was 
shown by Tom Keman Champion Feather Legged was a Black Langshan 
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cockerel that was shown by Harvey Noel. Champion American was a 
Partridge Plymouth Rock hen that was shown by a S. Robert Powell. 

I didn’t have time to copy down the particulars for all the show champions. 
As soon as I get a complete list of the winners of the show from Arlene 
Sliker, I will post that list on this webpage. Two of the Reserve Champions 
on Champions Row really caught my eye: (1) a Bamvelder hen (Reserve 
Continental) and (2) a Black Cochin pullet (Reserve Featherlegged). The 
Cochin pullet (which I didn’t have the opportunity to handle) appeared to me 
to be the best Cochin female that 1 have ever seen. 

I set up the APA sales table and sold a number of items for the APA. Karen 
Unrath (ABA) was set up on one side of me, and Kay St. Amour (poultry 
jewelry) on the other side. Poultry people are friendly and helpful. 

Delmarva Show 

Just as I was preparing to go up to the bam on Friday afternoon, April 6, and 
get my birds ready for the Delmarva show, Richard Barczewski (the 
Delmarva show manager) phoned and asked if I would consider withdrawing 
my birds from the show and judging the standard chickens. The number of 
entries was larger than expected and the Delmarva officers wanted to be sure 
that the judging was finished in a timely fashion on Sunday. I agreed to judge. 
(The exhibitors list had already been printed, so my name is on it. But I did 
not show. My birds were withdrawn from the show and my entry fees 
returned before the show began.) On Saturday afternoon, Bob Anke and 1 
drove down to Harrington, DE. After the 12-hour trip to Wapakoneta on 
March 15 th , this 5-hour trip to Delaware seemed like a trip around the block. 

It was a very nice show. Exhibitors from far and near showed their birds at 
Delmarva. The show took place in a beautiful new building on the Harrington 
fairgrounds. Wide aisles, good lighting, a good public address system, very 
nice Chinese auction, excellent food stand, very nice show prizes, lots of club 
members doing their part to make sure the show was successful. The 
Delmarva show is surely one of the major shows in the eastern United States 
at the present time. 

Lewis Cunningham, Will Burton, Ralph .learner, Don Nelson and 1 judged 
the show. The Grand Champion of the Show was a Single Comb Black 
Minorca cockerel that was shown by Richard Shock of North Carolina. What 
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a beautiful Minorca! He looked like he could pose for the standard of 
perfection. 

APA Semiannual Meet 

The West Central Ohio Poultry Breeders Association hosted the 2001 APA 
semiannual at their show at Wapakoneta, OH, March 17-18. It was a very 
nice show. On Saturday morning at 11 A.M., the Rev. Roland Romig and I 
chaired a very productive meeting of those persons who are interested in 
getting Guinea Fowl admitted to the American Standard of Perfection. The 
minutes of that meeting will be published here in due time. At the general 
membership meeting of the APA on Saturday afternoon, George Schroeder 
(Prompton, PA) was presented an honor/lifetime achievement award by the 
American Poultry Association. 

The meeting of the APA’s Directors on Friday night went well. 

Effective immediately, if the Columbus group, or any other poultry club, 
allows a judge to both judge and show, unless under specific emergency 
conditions, the APA will regard the show in question as non-sanctioned and 
will not accept the show report. No points will be awarded to anyone. 

Given the fact that the exhibitors who showed at Columbus last Fall did so in 
good faith (never suspecting that the show management would violate the 
APA's by-iaws by allowing judges to both show and judge), the Board 
decided not to penalize the exhibitors at that show, and so points earned at 
that show will be awarded. 

On the matter of Messrs. Halbach and Mager judging and showing at 
Columbus: The Board said that Halbach was covered by the clause . . 
except in an emergency situation, as determined by the show committee." 
Mager, however, was in clear violation of the by-laws. He will be 
reprimanded in writing by the judges licensing committee. 

On the matter of scoring judge apprentices exams: All agreed that the exams 
should be graded more quickly. I believe the conclusion was that the exams 
should be scored and the candidates notified within 30 days of the exam. One 
Board member said that "even though the exams appear to be objective, 
they're not. With some questions there's a degree of subjectivity involved." I 
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disagree. An answer is either true or false. A specific feature of a bird is 
either a "defect," a disqualification," or "ideal." I don't see any reason why an 
exam couldn’t be graded and the candidate notified of the results on the same 
day that he or she takes the exam. 

The 2003 semiannual will be hosted by the Virginia Poultry Breeders 
Association. 

No commercial ads will be allowed in News and Views. No cds from 
cockfighting groups will be accepted by the APA for the A PA Yearbook. 


Vi Halbach was given permission to send the old APA minutes to the 
National Agricultural Library in Beltsville, MD. 

The Board approved of Powell's proposed membership recruitment flyer and 
SRP will make available copies of the flyer to potential APA members. 

Powell was given a green light to draft letters of support from the APA for 
use by individuals encountering difficulties with zoning regulations and/or 
animal rights groups. Powell was also given permission to draft a list of 
guidelines and procedures for use by poultry clubs who are interested in 
hosting annual or semiannual meets of the APA. Powell will present drafts of 
these documents to Board members before the annual meeting in Nebraska 

The Legislative Committee will be a permanent committee, the three 
members of which shall be chosen by the Board of Directors. 

Sam Brush reported that the corrections to the American Standard of 
Perfection have been made and that the next printing of the book should be 
available by mid-year. 

Saxony ducks and Black Dutch bantams approved for admission to the 
American Standard of Perfection. 

That's about it, as I recall. 

Hall of Fame Exhibitors in District 2 

There are four APA Hall of Fame Exhibitors in District 2. Art Lundgren and 
Curtis R. Oakes were named Hall of Fame Exhibitors some time ago. Twin 
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Cedar Farm and Bill Ryan were recently so honored by the APA. 
Congratulations to all four. To be so honored by the APA, one must earn at 
least 1,000 Master Exhibitor points. 

Congratulations Mike and Janet Miller 

Mike and Janet Miller (29330 CR 10, Fresno, OH 43824) are the APA/ABA 
Youth Program National Coordinators and editors of the ABA/APA Youth 
Program News, the second edition of which was published in November 
2000. It’s a very impressive publication. Make sure that any young people 
you know who raise and show birds know about this program and its 
newsletter. There are at present 507 vouth members fun 188 from one year 
ago) in the program, with these membership numbers for the states in District 
2: Delaware, 2; Maryland 1; New Jersey, 9; New York, 18; and 
Pennsylvania, 4. The New Jersey state leaders are Danny and Kathy Tindall.

Chickens shipped to St. Pete

Key West residents may be able to stop squawking about unnwelcome chickens 
in their yards now that the local chicken population has dwindled by about 
55 birds. 


The first of many planned chicken relocation maneuvers began Friday, as 
roosters hens and baby chicks took up temporary residence in slatted, 
wooden crates for their trip to St. Petersburg, where they will be given to 
farmers and other residents of rural areas eager to lay claim to a "genuine 
Key West chicken." 

Janet Matheny, operations manager for Wildlife Rescue, helped load tie 
crated chickens into a U-Haul truck late Friday and was planning to lecve 
Key West around midnight when the cooler air would make the ride mor 
comfortable for the ''ontroversial fowl that have become the subject of 
countless converse ions, opinions and public meetings. 

Once the option of euthanization was dismissed by local chicken proponents, 
the relocatior decision was made by city officials, who then agreed to pay 
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possible. 


The landlubber's version of catch and release calls for the birds to be 
caught in a net and housed temporarily at the Monroe County Sheriffs Office 
Animal Farm. Once there are enough to warrant a trip north, the chickens are 
released to residents in rural areas north of St. Petersburg. 

"We're going to continue to round them up until we get the population under 
control," said assistant city manager John Jones, who has been fielding 
complaints from residents in varirus areas of the island. "Most complaints 
are from Conchs in New Town, or people who moved to Bahama Village from out 
of town,” he said. 

Jones said he has not received a single complaint from "any old-timers in 
Bahama Village," where a large part of the chicken population resides. 

But the birds have become a nuisance in Indigenous Park and Little Hamaca 
Park, where many fed-up residents deposited their unwanted yard animals. 

Despite the ceaseless 4 a m. crowing and unsanitary droppings, few in Key 
West seemed to wish the birds any harm. 

And several health and safety precautions were taken to ensure the chickens' 
safe arrival in St. Petersburg. 

Each craie was equipped with an individual water bowl, the baoK of the truck 
would remain open, but covered with mesh to allow air to circulate, and 
Matheny planned to stop throughout the trip to mist the birds with cool 
water. 


Veterinarian Tim Tristan accompanied Matheny on the trip to keep an eye on 
the birds, as well. 

Representatives from Wildlife Rescue and Suncoast Seabird Sanctuary in St. 
Petersburg have been screening potential chicken recipients to be sure the 
birds do not end up on the dinner table, said Keith Ringelspaugh, executiv 
director of Wildlife Rescue, a subsidiary of the St. Petersburg sanctuary, 
where the birds will be held today until their adoptive families take them 
away. 

Most people who have expressed interest in owning Key West chickens are 
farmers interested in the eggs, or landowners with ample space for the wild 
birds, Ringelspaugh said. 

Subsequent relocations are planned every four to six weeks until the 
population is thinned, Jones said, eager to put the chicken issue to rest. 

'We've got bigger problems to deal with," he said

I have kept various strains of large AG as well, in 
the past, but room had to be made and the last of these birds, Roundheads, Sid Taylors and Hatch 
left last year. As I expand my housing at the farm I'll renew my Interest in the large Pit strains. 

I'm editing the summer issue of the AGBC newsletter and I'm wondering if you would be able to 
contribute some thoughts on crossing into RJF. There is no doubt that many of our members will 
do this, and some guidance would be a benefit I was not happy with my own forays into RJF 
crosses and am not a good source for information. I'm almost done with the newsletter, but won't 
be finalizing it until the S/T report comes next weei thought that the timing of your mailing 
seemed to mesh well with what is currently happen., with the newsletter. Realizing that you are 
no doubt as busy as the rest of us, I will defer my request to the fall isuue, if that is more 
convenient.

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BREEDERS CLUB

Following last month's 
article regarding some of my 
favorite people from the past, 
this month I would like to 
relate something about the late 
Frank Gary. Frank was 
chairman of the ABA Standard 
Committee and key to helping 
get the Ameraucana bantam 
admitted to the Standard. We 
had extensive correspondence 
during this period and he 
became aware of the fact that I 

was a collector of poultry 
stamps of the world. I had 
inquired about America's only 
postage stamp to that period 
that contained an illustration of 
poultry, a Light Brahma. The 
following is from a letter 
written by Frank regarding this 
stamp and some of the poultry 
greats of the past and their 
involvement with this postage 
stamp. It is from November, 
1982: 

Friend Cable: Paul Ives 
was the originator of the idea 
to get a commemorative stamp 
issued for the seventy fifth 
anniversary of the American 
Poultry Association. He was a 
man of many talents, secretary 
of the Boston Poultry Show, 
editor of Cackle and Crow, a 
good APA Judge, a breeder of 
exhibition ducks, a collector of 
old and rare books and 
postage stamps. He was the 
original sponsor of the 
Honesdale, PA summer 
poultry show and dubbed the 
local fanciers The Cocky 
Crowd." 

Alice Roberts long time 
ABA Director, George Fltterer 
and I were sitting In the 
cocktail lounge of the Allen 
Hotel in Honesdale at the 1946 
show, when we were joined by 
Paul Ives. It was at this time 
that we first learned of the idea 
of the postage stamp 
proposal. We all pledged our 
support of the Idea. Harvey C. 
Wood, of Newton, New jersey, 
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was owner of the grand 
champion large Light Brahma 
cock bird that is depicted In 
the postage stamp. He was an 
APA Judge, breeder of Light 
Brahmas and Pilgrim geese, 
secretary of the New York 
Poultry Show and a great 
friend of the American Bantam 
Association. 

At the Boston Poultry Show 
following the Honesdale Show 
that year, Paul Ives called a 
meeting of several persons to 
make a final determination of 
what would be the subject of 
the stamp. There were about 
fifteen persons present. 

Those that I remember 
were Ives, Wood, Paul Kuhl, 
Len Rawnsley, Frank Conway, 
Harold Thompklns, Arthur O. 
Schilling, Alice Roberts and 
myself. A general discussion 
followed in wnich Alice 
Roberts spoke for the Barred 
Plymouth Rocks, Harold 
Thompklns for the Rhode 
Island Reds, Frank Conway for 
the Buff Orpingtons and 
several others for their favorite 
breed. Finally, Harvey Wood 
presented some pictures of his 
champion Brahma cockbird as 
an ideal.. Art Schilling stated 
that the Brahma was a black 
and white bird and that it 
would be most desireable for 
reproduction by the Postal 
Authorities. Paul Ives 
suggested that it was one of 
the breeds shown at the 
original show on Boston 
Commons in 1849. A vote was 
taken and the matter was 
settled. Schilling did the 
drawing and it was accepted 
by the Postal Authorities. 
Senators and Representatives 
were petitioned by many 
poultrymen who were 
interested and the stamp was 
Issued in 1948. 

I am enclosing some of 
these stamps as a gift with 
Harvey woods signature on 
one of the blocks.

I was fortunate 
enough to meet Frank Gary at 
the Ohio National Show the 
following year and along with 
Mike Gilbert, present him with 
a plaque in appreciation of his 
help.

BROODINESS 
By Edward Marrinan 


Broodiness is a natural 
instinct of all birds. This 
follows the laying of a certain 
number of eggs. The total 
usually depends on the breed. 
Janet Stromberg says 
broodiness is caused by the 
secretion of "prolactin." 

Columbian or white 
Plymouth Rock bantams 
normally do not show 
broodiness. Some hens of the 
breed, however, wi'l set eggs. 
This Is because broodiness 
has not been bred out of all 
varieties. Some buff 
Columbian Plymouth rock 
bantams will hatch eggs. 

Thevo can be several 
suggestions for the 
encouragement of broodiness. 
Nest generally set located 
above the floor. The box is 
closed on all sides with the 
obvious exception of the front 
entrance, it generally is filled 
with straw versus shavings. 

Jack Mundhenk 

recommends the use of a ‘few 
dummy eggs’ in the nest. This 
also can assist In the 
encouragement of broodiness. 
It is best to set only eggs of 
the same hens, but that is not 
always a practical objective. 
Some folks actually talk about 
success with the eggs of Calls 
under other .birds. 

Bill Peyton has mentioned 
the use of Silkies for their 
broodiness as a breed Bill 
Jackson and other people 
“take away chicks from hens 
as soon as the hatch of the 
eggs to a regular brooder. 
Hens can hatch out two or 
three clutches of eggs with the 
method. "Bodyweight on the 
birds can be a concern. 

Broodiness has many 
advantages as an observation. 
These Include a lack of worry 
about humidity, high or low 
temperatures. This also is not 
a concern about technology. 
All birds naturally remain the 
best incubators for a small 
hatch.

Greetings from the Lone Star Oven - sounds like Robert has been busy (I saw him at the Buffalo & Western 
show in action. ) 

AH I'm doing is sitting around and awaiting the printer blue lines for the 2001 edition It was amazing to find the 
little last minute things that ate up time in compiling the stuff to get all finally to the printer - a decent description 
of a Walnut Comb was the hardest -1 cobbled together one from the British Standard and some others, but it still 
doesn't really suit me Just saying it's a 

comb that looks like half a damned walnut felt like cheating to me 

On ’■lapses" ("lapsers?") you need to be cautious using Loma's figures, since one of our membership expiration 
dates is is January 1, and the last chance notices from the APA go out in some timeframe. If one shows 1000 
folks lapsed (not paid) on January 10th, some of them may actually come in around February or March. Just a 
thought on understanding what numbers we are really looking at and in 
what timeframe. 

The ONLY way to know what the reasons are is for us to get the list of non-renewing folks and personally call 
them, perhaps with some set questions, to see if we can figure it out We may find that some got drawn in based 
on an ad in some magazine, and their chickens are really just a backyard thing that doesn't seem to warrant our 
offerings, even at $10/year Some, as Peter noted, may be 

disillusioned by some event at a show, or treatment at the hands of some unscrupulous fancier Unfortunately 
some of our new members may bring those same bad traits to our chicken game, and maybe we are glad when 
they leave foi the dog show circuit or some other activity. Many die, some get divorced (hopefully with the one 
that gets the chickens continuing on...!) and probably a dozen other 

reasons. What would you guys think of doing a little bit of a sub-sampling in our respective areas to try and 
gauge a pattern? If we really want to know why Of course i continue to be amazed at what some of these folks 
expect for $10: 

Win at least $20 cash and some nice awards every year for something, even with feathers missing... 

Have a part-time person earning $12,000 or so a year wait at the post office each day for their orders, run home, 
and mail their purchase that day, even if they neglected to indude payment 

Earn lots of points and have Rico available 24-7 to tell them EXACTLY how many they have to date, and spend 
whatever it takes to research things when they don't get 'what they feel are deserved.

When I arrived home from 
Buffalo at about 10 P.M., 
however, I could tell from about 
200 yards away from the bam 
that something was terribly 
wrong: full volume wild 
hysteria and pandemonium. As 
I approached, my first thought 
was that it was probably a 
raccoon or a weasel or an 
opossum. Not so. It was a Great 
Homed Owl! 

I don’t know who was more 
distressed, the chickens, their 
owner, or the owl. In all my 
years of raising poultry, I have 
never seen chickens more 
terrified of anything. The owl, 
too, appeared to be very 
bewildered and tried, 
repeatedly, to get out of the 
bam. 

Around and around inside 
the bam he flew, all the while 
pursued by a frantic poultry 
fancier with a broom in his hand 
and accompanied by a chorus of 
terrified and squawking 
chickens, turkeys, and guinea 
fowl. Finally, I was able to 
throw a couple of empty feed 
bags over the owl and catch him 
(such talons!) and throw him 
outside. It took about an hour 


for the birds to calm down. 
Fortunately, there were no 
casualties. 

Pigeon breeders and flyers, I 
know, frequently have problems 
with hawks diving at their birds 
in their fly pens or when outside 
their lofts. And I do remember 
that Cecil Rose, the legendary 
poultryman from Susquehanna 
County, PA, once told me about 
an incident where a hawk flew 
right past him and into a coop 
where he had some Sebrights.

So I got up very early on the day of the show, went up and fed and watered 
my birds, and opened the bam door so that the majority of my birds could 
get out in the yard at daybreak. I knew that it would be after dark when I 
returned from Buffalo, that the birds would go back in the bam at dark, and 
that they would probably be fine until my return. This is a routine I have 
used successfully on many occasions. 

When I arrived home from Buffalo at about 10 P.M., however, I could tell 
from about 200 yards away from the bam that something was terribly 
wrong: full volume wild hysteria and pandemonium. As I approached, my

first thought was that it was probably a raccoon or a weasel or an opossum. 
Not so. It was a Great Homed Owl! 

I don't know who was more distressed, the chickens, their owner, or the owl. 
In all my years of raising poultry, 1 have never seen chickens more terrified 
of anything. The owl, too. appeared to be very bewildered and tried, 
repeatedly, to get out of the bam. 

Around and around inside the bam he flew, all the while pursued by a frantic 
poultry fancier with a broom in his hand and accompanied by a chorus of 
terrified and squawking chickens, turkeys, and guinea fowl. Finally, 1 was 
able to throw a couple of empty feed bags over the owl and catch him (such 
talons!) and throw him outside. It took about an hour for the birds to calm 
down. Fortunately, there were no casualties. 

Pigeon breeders and flyers, I know, frequently have problems with hawks 
diving at their birds in their fly pens or when outside their lofts. And I do 
remember that Cecil Rose, the legendary poultryman from Susquehanna 
County, PA, once told me about an incident where a hawk flew right past 
him and into a coop where he had some Sebrights. But an owl! That's a first 
for me. 

The Sussex, Bloomsburg, and Finger Lakes shows were also successful and 
enjoyable events. The Sussex club has a very active group of junior 
exhibitors, many of whom know quite a lot about exhibiting birds. The 
Bloomsburg group has a small but enthusiastic group of pigeon fanciers 
who, under the direction of Andy Rapach, Jessica Sarteil, Judy Sartell, and 
yours truly, sponsored a very nice pigeon show in conjunction with this 
year's poultry show. The pigeon show was judged by Muard M. M. Naugle, 
Jr. 

The Finger Lakes group holds its annual show on the New York State 
Fairgrounds in the poultry building, an architectural treasure that dates from 
the early years of the 20th century. In this year's Finger Lakes show, there 
were no less than 40 standard Old English Games. What a beautiful sight to 
see! 

One thing for sure: there are a lot of top quality birds, skilled show 
managements, and friendly exhibitors in District 2. Next spring I will give it 
my best to attend the Berks, Susquehanna, and Westmoreland shows. 



At all of the shows that I attend or judge, I set up the APA sales table, if 
possible. Many people, it seems, are not aware of all the poultry items that 
the APA has for sale. Special thanks (1) to Fran Curtis at the Central Maine 
show, and (2) to Kay St. Amour (Maryland state representative for the APA) 
and her mother at the Finger Lakes show for "watching the APA store" (and 
selling a lot of APA items) as 1 judged at those two shows. 

The Buffalo and Syracuse shows had nice classes of Guinea Fowl. Sam 
Brush judged them at Buffalo and S. R. Powell had Champion Guinea on a 
Pearl old hen. It was good to have our distinguished colleague from Texas 
judging in District 2. 

1 judged the Guinea Fowl at Syracuse, and Don Perrin had Champion 
Guinea on a Pearl old cock. We are moving forward, slowly but surely, with 
the project of getting Guinea Fowl admitted to the "American Standard of 
Perfection." If you raise and show Guinea Fowl, we'd like to have you join 
us in this effort. For additional information, contact the Rev. Roland Romig 
at 570-888-2237. 

Art Lundgren, Curtis Oakes, Bill Ryan, and Shelby and Eddie Harrington 
are all APA Hall of Fame exhibitors (1,000 or more Master Exhibitor points) 
who live in District 2. There are less than 25 Hall of Fame exhibitors in all 
of North America, so the fact that we have four in District 2 is a real feather 
in our cap! 

It's not too often that I show or judge Outside of District 2, but on Memorial 
Day weekend, it was my pleasure to judge, along with Art Rochette and 
Donna Schopac, the Central Maine Bird Fanciers show in Windsor, Maine. 
Fran Curtis and Forrest Hooper (and perhaps others that I don't know about) 
were in charge, and everything came off beautifully. Among the many 
beautiful birds that 1 judged in the show were no less than six standard 
White Chanteclers, some outstanding standard Barred Rocks, and a nice line 
up of beautiful White Muffed Old English Game bantams. 

There's lots of information about exhibition poultry in District 2 on the 
District 2 website. The easiest way to get to that site is to go to the APA's 
homepage (rvww.ampltya.com) and click on "Directors." There, under 
District 2, you will see a webaddress. Click on that address, District2.htm, 
and the District 2 webpage should appear before you. If there is information 




that you would like to see posted there, contact me at

9706. 

Lots of people who show only in the summer and fall fairs and many junior 
exhibitors don’t know much about the APA, and it's up to all of us, I think, to 
play the role of recruiters and tell them about the APA and the many benefits 
of membership in the organization. To make it as easy as possible to join the 
organization, the APA membership committee created this year a new 
membership recruitment flyer. If you would like a packet of 25 copies of this 
new APA flyer for distribution at summer and fall fairs to possible new 
members of the APA, let me know and I'll send out a packet of flyers to you 
at once. 

All of us, it goes without saying, should be supportive of new exhibitors and 
do everything that we can (1) to help them acquire quality birds, and (2) to 
teach them about raising and showing exhibition poultry. These new people 
will appreciate your help. At the same time, being helpful to new poultry 
breeders and exhibitors will make you feel good about yourself and about 
this hobby that means so much to all of us.

It is important for th e breeders who car., to hatch end raise as many chicks as possible. 
This will allow for quality rds to be made available to those members who don’t have any AGB 
yet, after we’ve culled fo ,ie most undesirable traits. If we can all supply several members with a 
start of birds, then I thin' .hat we’ll see the popularity of the AGB begin to grow. Only by getting 
birds out to shows will e see the AGB regain the place it so rightly deserves. I believe that we 
have a long road ahea -f us, but that eventually that road will lead to an AGB on champion row. 
By getting lots of br out and taking in as many shows as each of us is able, we can make this 
road a bit shorter. I link that Todd McWilliams deserves mention for making birds available to 
many folks across e US over the past few years. Hopefully, 2001 will see some make it north of 
the border. 

I’ll clo: his off by wishing everyone Good Luck in hatching and rearing some high 
quality AGB t year.

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Frequently Asked Questions 

By Todd McWilliams 
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Hello, to all the AGBC members. Some of you I've had the pleasure of talking with, and 
some of you have purchased your American Game Bantams from me. I’m glad to see the interest 
in the breed. Many people I’ve spoken with, and who have visited hers, ask similar questions 
about how I bred for Game bantams and how I keep so many chickens in good health and 
condition all the time. I’ll try to share some of what I’ve learned. 

I’ve had standard American (Pit) games for thirty years now, and have been working on 
the bantams for the last twelve years. I feel I’ve learned from experience what a good Game 
chicken should look and feel like. I started showing in 1988 at Maryland and Pennsylvania shows. 
There were very few American Games shown, and bantams, rarely. They were not what I 
considered to be quality Game bantams. Most were thin, soft-feathered birds that did not have 
that alert Game look and feel to them. There’s no chicken more beautiful than a Game in good 
condition. I wanted bantams, so I decided I would try to make my own. 

I used standard Pit Game and crossed with Jungle Fowl the first year to bring the size 
down. It was the fourth year of breeding before I had them down to the standard weight. I 
currently have developed eight varieties that breed true to color, and I am working on others 
continuously. (See Breeders List AGBC). Size and color will come with selective breeding and 
the time of year you hatch them. If you hatch later in the season they will be smaller. Always 
remember type is everything. You get type from the hen and color from the cock. You want an 
American Game Bantam to look and feel like a miniature version of a standard size American 
(Pit) Game. They should have a good, strong muscular feel to the body and a tight hard feather. 
We have lots of young ones now in colors we never had before. I get impatient this time of year 
to see the final result of the year’s hatch. 


Club Matters 


There have been some inquiries as to the date of the first National AGBC meet. The 
executive unanimously recommends that the first National meet be held in conjunction with the 
next APA-ABA joint National, Columbus Ohio, 2002. We realize that this seems to be an 
excessive wait, but we feel that the club will not be ready to hold a National meet this year. 

Some points to consider regarding this recommendation are: 

♦ this allows ALL club members time to acquire a start of quality AGB 

♦ the club will have finalized the constitution, and have had an election by Nov 2002 

♦ the club will benefit from the interest generated by the joint National, 

♦ timing allows for the logistics of a qualifying meet for induction into the APA standard 
We would still like to see an AGBC oresence at the 2001 Ohio National, with this in mind 
Peter G. Atkin offers $25 for BB AGB and $15 for RB AGB at this show. 

Work on the club constitution has begun. We need as much input from the members as 
possible to make this process successful. Anyone with thoughts regarding the constitution 
should contact Doug, Da > or Peter. Some areas that need to be addressed are: 

♦ election of officers, and length of terms 

♦ physical make up of districts 
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♦ process for selecting National and district show hosts 

♦ point system and club awards 

♦ club finances and how they are handled 

These are just a few of the areas that we need to address. Please get involved with this process 
and help make the AGBC the best it can be.

Trimming American Game Bantams

Recently, on the e-list a question was raised regarding trimming or dubbing of AGB. I 
thought that with fall on the way and stags that will need trimming before the fall edition comes 
out, this might be a good time to look at this issue If we look at the ABA Standard, we find the 
wording for the comb is the same in OEGB and AGB. 

to give the appearance of starting just above the base of the 
beak, with a slight convex curve to the rear of the comb where 
it is neatly rounded off.” 

Just what does this mean, in the context of OEGB vs. AGB? It means that they should look the 
same. However, if we look at many OEGB, we will see a cock that has been trimmed so that the 
comb starts at the base of the beak and then curves up to a high point at the rear of the comb. 
Certainly, the way I was taught to trim OEG, was to follow the natural indentation along the 
comb. This leads to a high “peak” to the comb, and is undesirable. Looking at the Schilling 
pictures, both in the standard and elsewhere, we see that the OEGB should have a much smaller 
comb than what is commonly seen today. Once we have established that our frame of reference, 
the comb of the OEGB, is not what we want, we have to look at changing what we are doing 
when trimming the AGB. 

When I trim the comb from an AGB stag I start at the back of the comb, slightly above 
where the comb meets the head. I then cut nearly straight down to the base of the comb, at the 
beak. I always try to leave a slight convex curve in the comb. After my first cut is done I trim the 
end of the comb off, to round it. In my opinion the comb should be approximately one quarter of 
an inch high at the back. This leaves a clean looking job, with little available for the bill hold that 
we are hypothetically trying to avoid. One thing I have found is that the comb often shrinks a bit 
as it heals, so you may want to leave it a bit higher than one quarter inch. The trimming of the 
wattles and earlobes should be carried out in the same manner as OEG, making sure to remove 
all signs of the wattles and earlobes. I use surgical scissors for my work. They cost more, but I 
feel that they are superior to anything I can get at the department store. For trimming the wattles 
I use a pair of curved scissors. This allows me to follow the curve of the throat with a fair amount 
of ease. I use the straight pair for earlobes and the comb. As a blood stop, I use plain white flour. 
I find that it works well and helps heal the wounds quickly and cleanly.

Culling 

By Peter G. Atkin 

As all poultry breeders know, culling is one of the most important steps in creating and 
maintaining a strain of birds. The truly successful breeders that we read about in the various 
publications all have several things in common, one being the ability to identify and remove 
birds from their yards that do not meet their personal standards. Bill Wulff once told me that he 
tried to cull at least one bird from the young fowl every day during the growing season. Pete 
Flower and Dave Soehnlin, both successful breeders of Game Fowl, continuously look for 
sub-standard birds on their yards. The skill that all three of these breeders, and many more as 
well, have learned is the ability to determine which birds have undesirable traits and which birds 
have the makings of good brood stock. Sometimes these two characteristics are hard to discern. 

My own experience with Oriental games has taught me that not all birds marure at the 
same rate and that sometimes it is worth the wait to see if a bird is going to turn out well. In my 
AGB brood pens, I have a white legged Miniature Game cock that is almost ideal for AGB type. 
All of his brothers were culled, and he only escaped by being loose the day that the others were 
removed. I am fortunate that 1 missed this bird, for the skinny, poorly feathered tag turned out 
to be a sturdy, voluminously feathered cock. His daughters have turned out to be high quality 
AGB. This lesson has led me to follow a “culling check list”. 

♦ first cull is for obvious physical deformities, crooked toes/legs, slipped beaks, crooked 
breasts or backs etc. this happens after the birds have started to feather out for the most part 

♦ second cull is for birds that are weak or grow poorly 

♦ third cull happens when the birds are more than half grown, and is based on type only 
(I allow for some differences such as pea combs at this stage) 

♦ fourth cull happens when the birds are 3/4 or more grown. This is when the type really starts 
to show, this is when I start to weed out wrong coloured legs and pea combs, when 

there are birds showing proper colouration and proper combs, with better type 

♦ fifth cull happens when 1 am setting up the brood pens. This catches birds who didn’t 
mature as 1 thought they would, and is one last chance to remove those off coloured 
legs and pea combs. 

I leave the wrong coloured legs or pea combs, in good specimens, because my strain is still 
emerging. In fact the AGB is very much a new breed when it comes to the show room and some 
allowances may need to be made to maintain that Game type. I do not advise that you cull lightly, 
just that you always ask yourself this question before culling early: 

“ Is the price of feed worth the possibility that THIS bird may be the one I need?” 

As long as you are vigilant about the quality of your brood stock, culling today or in six weeks 
is not so important. And who knows THIS one might be THE ONE.
